“A general election is necessary,’’ he asserted, ‘‘in order to re-| 
store to the people control over parliament.’’ | 

He declared that there should be a revision downward of the! 
tariff with substantial reductions of duties on necessaries of life and 
the instruments of production, and that a reduction of taxation | 
should be made by curbing extravagance. He believed that wider | 
recognition of labor, with representation in the shaping and control | 
of industrial policies, would have the effect of putting an end to| 
industrial strife. 

**We believe,’? Mr. King continued, ‘‘that if labor is as neces: | 
sary to the successful running of our railways as capital or mar- 
agement, labor is entitled to its place on the Board of directors.’’ 

Advocating the most open diplomacy in inter-imperial and in-

LIVERPOOL, Sept. 27—The British government has 
reliable intormation of the existence of a Sinn b'ein plot in 
London, according to the Daily Mail, The newspaper says 
steps have been taken to checkmate any efforts to disturb the 
peace. Large forces of police are on duty every night in the 
neighborhood of Brixton prison, where Lord Mayor Mac- 
Swiney is being held.

TRIM, County Meath, trefand, Sept. 
27—Because of the burning of the 
police barracks here yesterday morn- 
ing and the wounding of Chief Con- 
stable White, a number of armed men 
descended on the town last night and 
burned buildings, attacked the resi- 
dences of Sinn Feiners and indulged 
fn indiscriminate shooting. Several 
casualties are reported, The reprisals 
are alleged to be the work of the 
“Riack and Tane” poilee. The regular 
police are taking steps te prevent fur- 
ther damage. Wuring the reprisals, 
some thirty houses were burned and 
the fires were still blazing at noon 
today. 

Among the premises destroyed were 
@ mineral water factory, which was 
a principal industry, and the market 
house. Practically all the houses on 
both aides of the chief thoroughfares 
were set on fire, 

The damage is estimated at 60,000 
pounds eterling. Two small boys were 
shot during the night, one being ser- 
jously injured. 

The police who were captured in 
the raid on the barracks had been 
warned to resign within a week.
